VERY  Spring  and  Fall,  all  Summer,  and  well  into  the  Winter,  our  Little  Tree 
Farms  Show  Ground  is  a sort  of  Mecca  for  people  who  love  trees  and  flowers. 

One  April  day,  two  very  pleasant  people  from  Wellesley  left  their  car  in  the 
parking  space  you  see  on  the  cover,  and  began  to  stroll  about  the  Show  Ground 
with  one  of  our  landscape  men.  They  especially  enjoyed  the  young  evergreens, 
just  brightening  for  spring. 

“I  wonder  if  your  firm  could  fix  up  our  house  something  like  this?”  said  Mr. 
Visitor,  gesturing  toward  the  planting  around  the  Wayside  Shop.  “I  don’t  know 
just  what  we  ought  to  have,  but  I like  the  effect  of  these  plantings.  Do  you  do  that 
sort  of  thing?” 

“Oh  yes,”  said  the  Landscape  Man,  smiling,  “That  is  what  we  do  most  of. 
What  type  of  house  have  you?” 


“We  brought  a couple  of  snap-shots,”  said  Mrs.  Visitor,  producing 
them  from  the  ever-usefu!  and  beautiful  beaded  bag  all  ladies  carry. 

The  photographs  showed  the  house  you  see  above,  but  in  the  undressed 
state  of  the  other  house  pictured  on  the  next  page.  One  picture  was  a “close 
up”  showing  the  exact  details  of  windows,  pillars  and  doors;  the  other  was 
taken  from  the  sidewalk,  showing  distances. 

“I  suppose  the  first  thing  is  to  cover  up  that  bare  cellar  wall,  isn’t  it?” 
said  Mrs.  Visitor. 

“Yes,”  said  the  Landscape  Man,  “a  suitable  foundation  planting  will 
add  a lot  to  the  charm  of  your  house.” 

“But,”  said  Mr.  Visitor,  “I  don’t  want  to  spend  a great  deal  this  spring. 
To  be  frank,  I don’t  want  to  spend  much  over  a hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
I suppose  you  send  a man  over  to  look  at  the  place  and  make  a plan;  and 
all  that  costs?”

Potted  Arborvitce  and  Spruce 


Details  of  Before  we  leave  the  con- 

Decoration  ^deration  of  doorways  we 
must  mention  the  vme- 
clad  type.  For  a summer  home  or  a Southern 
home,  you  may  want  little  decoration  beyond  a 
flowering  vine  on  each  side  of  the  door.  The  one 
above  has  Clematis,  given  an  Old  World  setting 
by  the  clipped  Box  tree  in  front.  Such  simple  but 
picturesque  designing  is  always  within  reach  at 
most  moderate  cost.  You  will  find  flowering  vines 
described  on  page  63,  and  Box  on  page  59.  For 
northerly  climates,  however,  better  substitute  a 
nicely  trimmed  Arborvitae  (page  47),  or  a fat 
little  Mugho  Pine  (page  42)  for  the  Box. 

Of  course  you  want  your  doorway  design  to 
harmonize  with  all  the  rest  of  the  house  plant- 
ing. It  should  not  differ  in  idea  from  the  founda- 
tion planting,  but  should  be  the  climax  of  it,  the 
center  and  focus.  In  all  the  suggestions  we  give, 
you  will  find  this  principle  exemplified. 


The  window  details  also  must  be  kept  in  har- 
mony with  the  base  planting,  as  to  material  and 
general  effect.  If  the  door  has  been  decorated 
with  potted  evergreens  in  addition  to  a planting, 
it  is  customary  to  add  window  boxes  to  the  plant- 
ing near  the  windows.  Note,  also,  that  one  keeps 
the  planting  of  a low-growing  character  under  the 
window,  following  the  horizontal  line  of  the  win- 
dow box. 

Suitable  evergreens  for  window  boxes  are  Ar- 
borvitse.  Blue  Spruce,  White  Spruce  and  Taxus. 
Look  for  small  sizes  under  these  species. 

But  if  you  can  drive  out  to  Little  Tree  Farms, 
just  bring  your  boxes  with  you,  and  we  will  plant 
the  evergreens  in  them  for  you. 

The  picture  below  shows  how  we  design  plant- 
ings to  correct,  modify  or  heighten  an  architectu- 
ral effect,  as  the  need  may  be. 

Here  was  a charming  house  of  modest  size, 
with  a big  hospitable  porch  that  everybody  liked 


to  come  to,  and  a great  wide  flight  of  steps  which 
invited  a sojourn. 

But  the  steps  were  so  very  wide  that  they  were 
like  a gaping  mouth;  you  really  couldn’t  see  any- 
thing else.  Also,  the  slope  of  the  land  made  a 
rather  high  bare  wall  of  the  porch  front. 

See  how  our  landscape  man  narrowed  down 
the  steps,  in  effect,  by  bringing  out  a broad  curve 
of  planting  to  meet  the  narrow  path  in  two  de- 
finite points,  hiding  the  step-corners.  And  notice 
the  soft  mass  of  tall  Red  Pines  which  immediately 
covered  the  high  wall. 

We  can  do  things  like  this  to  meet  any  type  of 
problem  you  submit  to  us.  The  adaptability  of 
plant  material  is  almost  limitless,  and  our  ex- 
perience is  extensive. 

Come  out  and  decide  on  your  planting  with 
us.  Or  sit  down  with  this  Year  Book  and  decide 
with  us,  that  way.  We  will  do  our  best  to  give 
you  beauty  and  comfort,  and  fun  in  getting  it.

The  planting  shown  below  is  not  one  of  ours. 
It  is,  indeed,  a little  different  from  the  design  we 
probably  should  have  made.  We  included  the 
picture  because  it  illustrates  one  of  the  problems 
occurring  not  seldom  in  the  larger  properties, 
and  justifying  a skilled  designer’s  attention.  The 
house  sits  very  high;  its  lines  are  unbroken  by 
ornament;  its  steps  are  wide  and  long.  Before 
planting,  this  rather  nobly  conceived  building 
presented  a somewhat  bleak  and  monotonous 
front.  Its  entrance  was  perched  illogically  in  the 
air.  Its  base  was  high.  Its  porches  were  exposed. 

The  two  shade  trees  “drew  together”  the 
wings  of  the  building,  their  arches  repeating  the 
lines  of  the  central  portico. 

Then  the  massive,  tall  evergreen  planting  con- 
nected these  arches,  framed  the  central  portico 
and  lessened  the  height  of  the  whole.  It  also 
broke  the  flat  lines  of  the  wide  wings.  Such  a 
softening  and  enrichment  of  the  whole  picture 
is  surely  worth  a small  additional  cost  for  pre- 
liminary study.

Ibota  Privet  will  make  you  a semi-forrnal  or  an 
informal  hedge,  not  over  four  feet  high,  graceful 
in  habit,  fairly  thick,  very  strong.  It  can  be 
sheared  to  a very  nice  close  oval,  and  is  suited  to 
use  in  situations  like  those  pictured  on  this  page. 

Privet  flowers  prettily  in  spring,  and  carries 
heavy  sprays  of  black-blue  berries  well  into  the 
winter.  These  can  be  saved  only  by  pruning  after 
blooming  season. 


Children  and  posies  thrive  better  if  they  are  well  “ hedged 
in”  from  the  streets.  All  the  delicate  and  charming 
aspects  of  home  intimacy  are  heightened  by  shelter 


This  is  a Little  Tree  Farms  design;  planned  and  planted 
by  us;  plants  grown  in  our  nurseries.

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This  is  a ‘Japanese  Barberry  hedge,  photographed  not  long 
after  planted.  {The  entire  planting  of  the  little  grounds  was 
ours.)  A Japanese  Barberry  hedge  is  well  suited  to  suburban 
lawn  edges,  as  it  remains  low,  is  extremely  protective  and  very 
ornamental.  Its  spring  coloring  is  lightest  green,  with  tiny 
blossoms  of  pale  yellow.  Its  leaves  turn  scarlet  in  autumn  and 
it  carries  bright  red  berries  all  winter 


This  is  the  way  to  plant  a hedge:  Dig  a trench  one  and  a half 
feet  deep,  or  a bit  deeper.  Fill  the  bottom  with  good  soil.  Set 
your  plants  a foot  apart,  or  a foot  and  a half , for  evergreens, 
and  with  the  ring  of  nursery  soil  a little  lower  than  the  top  of 
the  trench.  Fill  in  firmly  with  soil,  under  and  around  the  roots. 
Turn  on  the  hose  and  let  run  in  the  shallow  trench  till  all  is 
well  soaked

The  charm  of  the  path  shown  below  is  its  edging  of  Fachysandra,  backed 
by  Ground  Juniper.  The  pretty  evergreen  leaves  of  Fachysandra  grow  only 
a few  inches  tall  and  allow  bulb-planting,  so  that  Spring  may  find  crocus 
and  hyacinth  beauties  spangling  the  green  carpet.

To  aid  those  who  are  at  a distance,  we  have 
designed  an  attractive  border,  and  priced  it  on 
page  15  in  a special  offer,  O-14. 

Perhaps  you  have  some  good  shade  trees  at 
the  edges  of  your  lawns.  Let  them  be  the  top- 
story  of  the  new  border.  If  you  want  a rather 
formal  effect,  why  not  set  a group  of  tall  Arbor- 
vits  in  front,  around  a garden  seat,  as  shown  in 
the  view  at  the  lower  left  corner?  A Blue  Spruce, 
a White  Spruce  or  a Silver  Fir  will  stand  next; 
then  a group  of  Douglas  Fir.  Now  you  will  have 
built  a little  “ bay  ” for  bird  bath  and  seat. 

Clumps  of  Arborvitae  and  Juniper  suit  such 
little  “bays”  admirably;  Laurel  is  also  good.  See

If  you  prefer  a forest  flavor  for  your  border, 
under-plant  the  tall  shade  trees  you  have,  with 
White  Pines  or  Red  Pines,  or  Douglas  Fir.  Bring 
the  Pines  or  Firs  out  in  curves,  to  make  the  de- 
sired recesses,  or  outdoor  rooms.  Then  fringe  the 
curves  with  Laurel  or  Rhododendron.  Fringe  these 
again  with  ferns,  or  Pachysandra,  or  lilies  and 
rock  plants.  Our  garden  expert  at  the  Show 
Ground  will  show  you  charming  flowery-edge 
material  if  you  ask  him.

ScReCNING  AND  T^SCORATING 

ON  these  two  pages  we  want  to  help  you  with  one  definite  kind  of  plant- 
ing which  is  a great  aid  to  comfort,  and  if  well  done,  a feature  in  the 
beauty  of  your  grounds.  Badly  conceived,  it  becomes  a blemish.  We  mean 
planting  something  to  hide  something  else;  a “screen  planting.” 

All  borders  and  hedges  are  by  nature  screens.  But  on  small  grounds  and 
large  alike,  there  are  often  places  not  connected  with  the  border  which  sim- 
ply cry  out  for  a “screen.”  Perhaps  the  most  usual  of  such  places  are  the 
clothes  yard  and  the  garage.  They  need  to  be  hidden  because  they  are  for 
service  only;  even  if  they  are  attractively  built,  they  should  not  be  promi- 
nent in  the  decorative  scheme. 

Equally  desirable  is  it  to  hide  what  is  too  attractive,  too  intimate;  as  the 
relaxed  family  life  of  the  sun  porch.  Hence  the  practice  of  planting  evergreen 
groups  when  the  drive  draws  near  the  sun  room  or  living  room  windows. 

We  picture  here  three  very  successful  screen  plantings:  At  the  top,  a 
clothes-yard  screen;  below  this,  a screen  for  the  sun  room;  at  the  bottom,  a 
simple  garage  screen.  Please  notice,  as  you  study  them,  that  each  is  a natural 
part  of  a general  planting  scheme.  The  first  is  a continuation  of  a foundation 
planting  around  the  house.  The  second  is  a part  of  the  drive  planting.  The 
last  is  part  of  a simple  border  for  the  lawn.  That  is  the  usual  method,  and 
the  best.  Tie  your  needed  screen  to  your  other  plantings  by  connecting  them, 
or  by  making  them  harmonious  in  design. 

So  many  of  our  friends  and  customers  ask  us  how  to  plant  a screen,  that 
we  are  giving  two  “maps”  on  these  two  pages.  These  designs  produce  an  at- 
tractive group-effect.  It  is  also  possible  to  plant  a few  scattered  Pines  or 
Spruces,  not  grouped,  for  a simple  screen.  See  the  garage  below.

The  vegetable  garden:  Nothing  better  to  break  the  wind,  and  keep  the 
man  with  the  hoe  out  of  view  than  a row  or  two  rows  of  Pines, — White  Pine 
or  Red  Pine.  They  make  the  nicest  little  garden  path,  and  screen,  and  bor- 
der, all  in  one.  Let  them  grow  to  look  like  this.  Or  cut  them  back  to  a mas- 
sive hedge  if  you  prefer.  A Pine  hedge  is  shown  on  page  45. 

The  tennis  court:  A Pine  screen  does  double  duty,  for  it  provides  a rest- 
ing shade  and  a windbreak,  as  well  as  a retreat.  The  “windless  region” 
where  games  are  best  played  is  in  the  fragrant  sheltering  of  the  Pines.  Plant 
a row  next  the  wire  netting,  perhaps  ten  feet  apart.  Then  “scatter”  a few 
in  front,  to  take  off  the  stiff  look  and  to  add  density.  Such  a playground  is 
ideal. 

At  the  right  is  a smaller-scale  screen  planting,  acting  as  a windbreak  for 
peonies  and  other  flowers  which  can  not  endure  strong  winds.  Juniper  and 
Arborvitae  groups  are  prominent  in  this.  You  can  use  these  middle-size 
evergreens  very  nicely  in  your  garden,  at  any  windy  corner  where  the 
flowers  need  protection  without  over-shadowing.  The  Juniper  and  Arbor- 
vitae are  both  picturesque  and  utilitarian. 

The  attractive  wall  and  planting  shown  below  is  a good  type.  Whether 
you  have  a wall  or  a fence  or  a trellis  enclosing  certain  portions  of  your 
grounds,  you  may  wish  to  plant  a decorative  evergreen  bed  along  it;  or  an 
evergreen  bed  enlivened  by  touches  of  flowering  shrubs  and  perennials. 
W'e  offer  you  here  a most  attractive  wall  screen,  with  a map  of  the  planting 
design,  suited  for  such  situations.  Our  Landscape  Man  has  left  it  to  you  to 
add  whatever  “edging”  you  wish,  if  any.  Mugho  Pine,  Ground  Juniper, 
Euonymus,  Globe  Arborvits,  Taxus,  and  Mountain  Andromeda  are  all 
good  edging  materials.

The  Spruces 
come  closer  to  the  ground;  if  you  need  protection 
especially  close  to  the  ground,  plant  Spruce  or 
P'ir;  or  plant  Pine  with  Arborvitse  or  Spruce  in 
front  of  it. 


But  for  all  usual  situations  White  Pine  for  New 
England,  and  Red  Pine  elsewhere,  are  perfect 
windbreaks.

' I 'HE  Junipers  hold  a unique  place  in  our  land-

The  Scotch  Pine,  a “Hard  Pine,”  is  somewhat 
like  the  Austrian  in  its  artistic  rugged  shape,  but 
has  blue-green  foliage;  the  needles  are  short  and 
stiff.  It  has  very  pretty  “ candles”  in  early  spring.
